i. At the request of IDSB, lic? avid Brown, a representative of 
the Defense Auto Addressine Systea (DAAS) in Dayton, Ohio, briefed 
Several acubevs of Supply Livision aid a representative from OL/EO/ADP 
on the operation cf DAAS. 


2. The DAAS is a computerized Defensa Supply Agency (DSA) system 
which electronically receives requisitions from all branches of the Arncd 
Services, verifies these requisitions, and routes them to the correct 
Inventory Control Point (ICP) in = matter of minutes. Further, it has 
its capability to assign the correct National Stock Nuabers (HSN) to these 
requisitions which reflect part nuubers only. In 6 months.it will alice 
be able to reflect the up-to-date price of an item. 


3. The advantages of DAAS te the Office of Legistics end in sone 
ecireumstence the Office of Finance are: 


(A) Direct input in lieu of present mailing procedures. 
(BJ) Instantaneous Acceptance.  p Ne 


(C) Instantaneous review of rejections and reinserting requisition 
capability, 


(D) Instantaneous resporse to price and availability status querire 


(E) Instentancous status and notification of suc}, things ac 
# stock numbec change, unit of issue change, substitute trens, shineius 
information, billing information and price changes within a 5 percent 
flexibility factor.

(F) Use of this system would climtnate problems In Miitcary 
receiving insofar as substitute ifens chipped in lieu of ites 
ordered.

(J) The system has capability to utilize the complete resources 
of the Defense Integrated Data Syster (DIDS) and the Logistics 
Information File (L1Iiv’). This would be of great assistance to the 
Item Identification Section in oWtaining NSN. 


{K) For cover purposes the system can mask the agencies interest 


completely except in tnose instances we enter the system for overt 
FEDSTRIP ittems. 


(L) It would reduce the daily backlog of requisitions to be 
punched by IDS8 by having the capability to batch cur requests and 
subnit them all at the same time. 


‘( Tt would enable us to obtain current prices for encumbrance 
purposes. 


(8) It would put the Agency on a par with other covernment 
agencies in having the ability to quickly and properly utilize the 
Federal Supply System to whicit we currently do not have the ability. 
‘Our present system as it stands is slow and cumberuone and as a result 
our efficiency is way below the norn,. 


4. IDSB processes about: 1.000 requisitions monthiy through the 
MILSTRIP/TEDSTRIP system. These requisitions are simultancously punched 
on our Form 2216, a card, and a Gross Reference Sheet. The pregent 
system was put in use in about 1962 and jis on its last lees, It is a untave 
system wherein the machinery was modified to fit the requirement at that tire, 
The equipment itself is antiquaied and no longer on the market, and we have 
been advised that a serious breakdown would render the sygtea irreparable. 
The maintenance contract for these machines cost $900 a yeur. 


Once the requisition is punchad the card is then mailied to the particular 
IcP. Acknowledgment, rejection, aai change information are sent by the IC? 
to IDER by mail. ‘his information contained on a card is first inailed to the 
cover unit aid then forwarded to IoSh. these cards generally arrive after ti 
item has been physically recetved at the depot. Thus any price chance, urlt ot 
tesue change, ete., using our present system is of little value due to the tines 
lapse. We currently receive upward of 2,009 cards monthly whieh include cil 
shipping deta. , 

5. CGost-leasing of the telephone line for use with the DAAS wold be 
$800 per month. Upgrading our present equipment could cost asa much as Le on2 
1f we would go to the ultimate such as the UNIVAC RCT 1000 Data Communicetic: 
Terminal which is on Federal Procurenent Schedules. Tt ts hoped that GL/suyite 
could be of anaint in Yindiaus alternate equipmant Jf the GEIVAC Sveten would 
prove to be too costly. Adoption of such a svstex would not call for the 
addition nor veduecton tu the number of personnel currently in the. Branch.

6. Based on the above it 48 Yecomoended we explore the ‘possibility 
of adopting this System. It has received complete -acceptance within the 
federal government dineluding all cf the services and the Ganeral Services 
Adninistrat ion. o -
